Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  present 
status  of  this  office,  and  its  trnsactions  for  the  year  com- 
mencing January  ist,  1876,  and  embracing  December 
31st,  1876, 

You  will  perceive  there  has  been  a  gratifying  decrease 
of  the  Territorial  debt  the  past  year,  amounting  to  ^8,- 
100  Z"] ,  or  nearly  6^  per  cent,  of  the  total  debt  at  the 
date  of  my  last  annual  report ;  that  I  have  succeeded  in 
refunding  the  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  Territory  at  two 
per  cent  less  annual  rate  of  interest,  in  accordance  with 
the  Funding  Act  passed  at  your  last  session,  and  that 
there  has  been  an  increse  in  receipts  of  revenue,  not- 
withstanding a  diminished  assessment  roll,  owing  to 
closer  collections  of  taxes  by  County  Treasurers  and 
larger  revenue  from  licenses.
